Bolivian mine workersi radio stations have long held an affinity among 
these Altiplano communities. Many were stations targeted for 
shootings, bombings, etc. by forces loyal to earlier dictatorships. 
Today, few stations remain as the mining sector has declined in 
importance and newer generations migrate to the larger cities and 
lowland farming regions. 


Radio Nacional de Huanuni and the Catholic churchis Radio Pio XII are 
two of the remaining minersi stations with some long-standing 
shortwave presence; others like Chocayais Radio j;nimas permanently 
signed off with the mining centeris closing. 


Two documentaries have been made about this earlier Bolivian minersi 
broadcasting movement. The first one is a 30-minute 1983 UNESCO 
documentary entitled iLa Voz del Mineroi (iThe Voice of the Mineri?). 


This grainy 16-mm Spanish-language documentary fortunately has been 
ported to YouTube. The film features audio and video clips from 
several stations including Radio Nacional de Huanuni, Radio Pio XII, 
Radio jnimas and Radio Vanguardia. Sharp eyes will notice at the 
26-minute point a console-mounted Hammarlund HQ receiver in Radio Pio

The initial broadcasts started in early 2018 from Beijing. Services 
continued to rollout over the year via various transmitter sites, 
often on the countryis periphery. 


A DRM shortwave transmitter in Beijing targets north China almost 24 
hours a day. A second Beijing transmitter targets east China for eight 
hours a day. 


Another transmitter in <r,mqi in the countryis west targets central 
and east China for 14 hours a day, while a transmitter in Qigihar, 
Heilongjiang province (the Manchurian plain), is on more than 11 hours 
a day and reaches south and southwest China. Dongfang on Hainan Island 
province is on eight hours a day on two frequencies for both north and 
southeast China. Finally, the DRM shortwave transmitter located in 
Kunming in the Yunnan province is on eight hours daily for south 
China.There is now a DRM network providing nationwide coverage. 


Programming takes place on the first channel of China National Radio, 
part of the countryis state-run domestic service. 

The only issue at the moment seems to be the availability of DRM 
receivers, which are currently manufactured only by Gospell. The 
company makes the GR-216 - which is nonportable and is not readily 
available, and the GR-227 digital radio car adaptor.

Mostly it’s an informal conversation among a woman and one or two men, 
except at 1611 they seem to be reading a script. Apparently the host 
only speaks (high) German and English, while most of the hour is in 
the Frisian dialect. I wonder how well standard German speakers can 


understand Frisian? 


1604 English something about a ‘special game’* and back to Frisian. 
1625 English about happy birthday to a Mr. Peters who has been married 
for 15 years.

Via UTwente only, from the outset and further chex, there is scratchy 
intermittent SSB ACI from some INTRUDERS. I do not manage to isolate 
it, but seems to be USB, slightly from the lower side. 


There is also constant tone-pulsing QRM underneath for the entire 
hour, at the rate of approx. 7X per second. What is this? At times it 
seems to fade independently, so jamming? Toward the end I find it 
peaking about 0.5 kHz above and below 15215.0; it continues during the 
brief dead air at conclusion, and goes off at exactly the same time as 
carrier. So I conclude it’s a defect at Issoudun, not external 
jamming, and not on the Amrum program audio either. Other monitors 
were also hearing it.

Until 1993, 
transmissions were conducted with a power of 250 kW, and later the 
power was reduced to 20 kW. There were also several low-power 
transmitters. 


Since 1988, the radio center began broadcasting "Moscow Radio", and 
later the Voice of Russia at a frequency of 1323 kHz. For this 
purpose, a directional antenna was used, consisting of four mast frame 
masts 125.1 meters high, isolated from the ground with a triangular 
cross section. These masts, which were locally called the iRussian 
Quarteti, were located 800 meters from other parts of the facility to 
avoid unwanted interference. Used power: 1000 kW. 


in 2002-2003 The transmission equipment for the Voice of Russia was 
modernized. The transmitter efficiency reached 84%. There is evidence 
that the transmitter has become a transistor, which at a very decent 
radiation power is amazing. 


Broadcasting of the German radio company (MDR) was discontinued on 
June 30, 2011. On July 14, the iGermani site of the center was 


demolished, the work of the Voice of Russia continued normally. 


In December 2012, the management of the Russian foreign broker 
announced intentions to stop using the radio center for financial 
reasons. "Voice of Russia" was silent from Vakhenbrunnen on December 
31, 2012 at 23.00. September 19, 2013 equipment was demolished. In the 
history of the radio center set point. 


By the way, this was not the only reduction in radio broadcasts. After 
a year and a half, Russia's oldest broadcaster was liquidated.

The Marshalls also used to (on still?) have a big NDB: 316 MAJ, which 
was very strong nightly in the Hawaiian Islands in the late 80s, and I 
also heard it from time-to-time from the Marin County coast (Point 
Reyes North Beach - not far from the NMC/KPH receive sites). 


Glenn also hears their JBA carrier from Oklahoma, frequently. This 
must be why I can't find any recordings of them made when I was living 
in Hawaii. Thinking more about this, I recall that their 
modulation-levels were rather low when they faded in soon after HI 
sunset. 


That frequency is clobbered by 1090 XEPRS splatter here, so I'll never 
catch them other than a JBA carrier buried in the big-splatter, too. 
73 - (Steve McGreevy -- N6NKS - www.auroralchorus.com WOR iog via 
DXLD) 


Another reason could be in a high-humidity area to keep the rig drier. 
(Glenn Hauser, ibid.) 


Hi Glenn, Interesting(!) - the heat and humidity on Majuro must exceed 
the often uncomfortable levels of it at sea-level on the Big Island of 
Hawaii, but I could always drive upwards in elevation to the 
wonderfully mellower mid-elevations between about 2K to 4K feet 
elevation (~800 - ~ 1500m) - above that, the nighttime temps in winter 
and even in September can plummet on clear nights Mauka-side (Mountain 
side) to pretty chilly temps. 


If I desired really cold fog and chill, I would sometimes drive to the 
very end of the road up to Mauna Loa where there was an observatory 
and weather station. FM reception up there was wild, and my VHF-HI 
band portable radio was filled with Honolulu taxis, etc.! On the road 
to there, the local VHF DXing hams would cruise up and down that road 
(in elevation) to find the "hot spot" of the tropo-duct to California 
simply by listening to "San Diego and L.A. FM stations" on their car 
radios, they said... cool! 


Folks living perilously close to Kilauea Volcano often have wood 
stoves to ward off the night-chill. Dr. Wood lived one block from the 
seashore -- it was muggy/buggy there! I often walked to the shoreline 
(rocky lava amongst an abandoned cane-field) and DXed via my portable 
Sony ICF-7600D back in autumn 1986. 


In September 1986 in Hilo, I assisted Dean Manley (KH6B) - the CE of 
KAHU 1060 (~900 watts to a 1/5 wave tower back then), installed a very 
old (40s) art-deco "KHBC" AM transmitter but the wooden plywood shack 
was not air-conditioned but rather well-ventilated Hawaiian style. 
But, 900 watts (maybe only gets as hot as a big ham linear?) is not 25 
kW like 1098 Majuro is presently. 


Back to a another question about 1098 Majuro: Why would modulation or 
not cause any difference in a high-humidity environment? Could the 
reason be the extra heat generated by the transmitter's modulation 
circuitry(?) - presumably tubes or a solid-state block in a push-pull 
mode/class, similar to the Reykjavik Bauer 666 kHz transmitter I saw 
in December 2016? 


I wish I personally knew an AM-band CE today... 


I am tempted to e-mail 1098 Majuro and ask what their actual schedule 
is and more queries, and I should tell them their signal is giant in 
Hawaii. I imagine, though, that 1100 KFAX San Francisco really hets 
them badly, away from their (large) primary coverage area -- 1100 
KFAX's ERP that way must be about 200 kW (assuming 6dB gain via their 
main Pacificward lobe). 


Oh, and another interesting tidbit about the early 1060 KAHU Hilo in 
late 1986: (Hawaiian owned, with their new and very minimalist 
"studio" in a shielded room adjacent to the ‘ole KHBC AM transmitter) 
was that to fine-tune the transmitter on 1060 kHz, Dean and his 
assistant essentially just zero-beat the transmitter's master- 
oscillator as close as they could to the big Mexican station (XEEP) 
which was NO PROBLEM with reception via their tower, hi! 


Groundwave coverage was very poor - the soil conductivity of the lava 
terrain was only 0.3 mmhos via the curve calculations and the various 
field-strengths we took at various radial-points surrounding the 
transmitter site. Just 10 minutes drive outside Hilo, the Mexican 
station would begin to swamp out the rather low-modulation levels of 
KAHU. Mellow Pacific Island stations love mellow modulation levels... 
;-) 73 for now, Steve McGreevy, N6NKS - www.auroralchorus.com, ibid.)

Habla. 


XHECPQ broke off from the simulcast in about November and found a new 
operator: Luna Medios, which also controls XHQAA-FM Chetumal (La 
Bestia Grupera, RR-owned) and XHCMM-FM Coalcom-n Mich. Like XHCMM, 
it's known as Adictiva with a grupera format. (Luna has a longer 
history in Quintana Roo than Colima or Michoac-n; it famously built 
pirate Ke Buena and Exa FM stations for Chetumal on 90.1 and 92.1 in 
2011 then moved their facilities to Belize.) It's not the first time 
that XHECPQ has been rented out to another operator: in 2013, the 
Navarro Hern-ndez brothers, who also were involved in Chetumal pirate 
radio with a station known as Power Mix, were programming the 
frequency out of their facilities in the state capital. (The mess 
known as Media Vyasa has a legacy of this station: an entry for an 
"XHGNH" on 90.7.) 


With two new IFT-4 stations still in the wings (Grupo Turquesa and 


Pantalla Liquida), radio competition is heating up in the Zona Maya 
(Raymie, Feb 23, ibid.)

Money's a problem. RE needs 12 million pesos to put XHFLO and XHIAM on 
the air, and Sosa Plata would like to begin local production for XHYRE 
MErida which currently is fed all of its programming from Mexico City. 
However, at least on the first point, they will receive support from 
the Secretariat of Culture (RE's parent) because this is a priority 
for the agency. 


Multiprogramming is interesting, but Sosa Plata didn't have much of an 
idea about the SPR/IMER content sharing agreement. (Of course, you do: 
the two operating SPR FM stations run Radio MExico Internacional. ) 


Violeta Radio's still on track, but delayed. We've been waiting for 
XHCDMX for about 18 months since the concession award, and it looks 
like the feminist radio station is finally getting somewhere. In fact, 
this week, the topic of sharing the transmitter site came up again. 
106.1 projects a sign-on in about three months, according to Sosa 
Plata. They will also have access to Radio EducaciUn's studios, though 
most of the new station's programming will be recorded for now. 


RE plans to immediately ask for 1060 AM back. In November, a year to 
the day of formally signing on XHEP-FM, it will be time to hand over 
1060 AM. The Secretariat of Culture, however, plans to immediately ask 
for the facility back, which would likely happen through a PABF. 
Another potential way that this could happen, and one that might just 
end up being the case with a clear channel station like XEEP, is that 
the IFT could declare a continuity obligation for 1060 AM. A new 
concession would allow Radio EducaciUn to split its FM and AM 
frequencies, which must simulcast under the conditions of migration. 
That said, any new programming would have to come from the same budget 
(Raymie, Feb 25, ibid.)

Shortwave is where radio communication began and while some sceptics 
may say that the final chapter is likely to be written soon, they may 
well have the wrong end of the stick. 


The subject was fiercely debated earlier this year when Sentech 
arranged a digital radio showcase where, in addition to the aspects of 
digital audio broadcasting plus (DAB+) and digital radio mondiale 
(DRM), a panel discussion was held about various scenarios around 
shortwave broadcasting: would DRM make shortwave broadcasting more 
efficient and cost effective? Would switching off of South Africais 
shortwave services have a negative impact on Africa where FM and 
digital radio service are limited to the main cities? Can shortwave 
services be commercialised? 


Sentech operates South Africais shortwave radio station in Bloemendal, 
near Meyerton which it inherited when Radio RSA was closed down. Radio 
RSA started its broadcast 1 May 1966 and by 1976 the station 
transmitted for 36 hours a week in twelve languages including English, 
French, Portuguese, and Afrikaans. The service was discontinued in 
1992. The only transmission that survived the close down was a 
broadcast into Africa, renamed Channel Africa which has daily 
programmes in Chinyanja, Silozi, Portuguese, Swahili, and English. The 
SABC also transmits Radio Sonder Grense (RSG) on shortwave to the 
Northern Cape. Today, Sentechis shortwave operation is financed by 
selling services to other international broadcasters by the South 
African Government. 


There are many critics who believe that South Africa has lost a golden 
opportunity to let its voice be heard around the world. However, many 
other countries have stopped their international broadcasting, mainly 
because of the high cost and budget constraints. But there are 
different views. The head of BBC distribution, Nigel Fry, said during 
the panel discussion that shortwave is an essential means of reaching 
people in conflict areas and in areas where no reliable broadcasting 
exists either because of environmental issues or military 
intervention. This creates a vacuum for information which often can 
only be filled by shortwave broadcasters. iOne thing we have learned 
is that if we (the BBC) pull out, the Chinese move in!i 


The fact that Sentech currently relays programmes into Africa on 
behalf of the BBC, the Voice of America, and other smaller 
broadcasters supports the point made by Fry, that shortwave fills a 
huge void in reaching people. 


Panel members agreed that for many years to come, shortwave 
broadcasting will continue to play an important role and that South 
Africa still has an important contribution to make, particularly on 
the educational front. The question is, however, who should pay for 
this? Could it be commercialised and carry advertising, or would the 
US model of public radio work? US public radio is financed from grants 
by companies, philanthropic institutions and listeners. Solly Phetoe 
of Channel Africa made the strong point that the channel could better 
support business development in Africa by carrying advertising which 
it currently does not. This appears to be more of a policy issue than 
a legal restriction. Would international companies advertise if such a 
service was offered? 


One of the reasons why foreign broadcasters have chosen Sentech to 
reach their audiences in Africa is about efficiency and the much lower 
power required to deliver a good signal. Shortwave broadcasters have 
up to now used amplitude modulation (AM), which is not an efficient 
use of power. For some years SSB was considered, but as the digital 
age is taking shape, DRM is the obvious answer. It is digital, 
provides better signal quality and is less energy-intensive. Currently 
several international broadcasters such as Radio France International, 
Radio New Zealand and the BBC have daily shortwave broadcasts using 
DRM. But as with all new technology, it is a question of volume. DRM 
shortwave receivers are still expensive. Cheaper options would be a 
dongle on a laptop and DRM software. However, the ultimate would be an 
inexpensive DRM shortwave radio. One of the Sentech panellists 
remarked it is the chicken and the egg situation. It would need 
injection of government funding to make it happen. 


For Sentech, shortwave broadcasting is becoming a problem, the 


equipment it inherited from the Radio SA days is old and requires 
frequent maintenance with spare parts becoming difficult to obtain and 
expensive. If we want to have our voice heard in Africa and the rest 
of the world, there needs to be a new funding model and an investment 
in modern transmitting equipment and antennas.

An old solution for a new problem 


An article recently published in IEEE spectrum entitled iWall Street 
tries shortwave radio to make high-frequency trades across the 
Atlantici, created a new interest in the use of shortwave frequencies. 
It is all about latency in fibre cables across the Atlantic which Wall 
Street believes it can overcome by using radio. 


The author of the article, David Schneider writes: iCommunications on 
shortwave, or high-frequency (HF) bands, as any radio amateur will 
tell you, is an iffy affair, because these long-distance transmissions 
depend on the configuration of the ionosphere, which in turn depends 
on such factors as time of day and the intensity of sunspots. Right 
now, the sun is at the very worst part of its 11-year cycle as far as 
shortwave communications goes. So itis likely that the high-frequency 
traders using shortwave bands are facing significant technical 
challenges. 


iEven if the integrity of the link itself were not a problem, those 
traders will have to contend with much lower bandwidth than they are 
used to. That means that they wonit be able to transmit very much 
information about price shifts fA perhaps just a few bytes at a time 
(presumably well encrypted). If they tried to send more at the low 
data rates that shortwave affords, the time required would wipe out 
any latency gains over communications by fibre. 


iwith low-orbit satellites still not able to provide such fast 
communication links and lots of money to be made this way, it makes 
good sense that high-frequency traders are giving shortwave a try. 
Whatis still a mystery to me, though, is why they didnit attempt this 
many years agoi 


To answer the question asked in the headline: yes there is still 
plenty of room for shortwave! With the DRM replacing AM, many 
broadcasters may see shortwave in a new light! (via DXLD) 


So that panel discussion back in autumn was, as it turns out now, part 
of final attempts to save the Meyerton station. And the remarks from 
the gentleman responsible for BBC World Service distribution are close 


to hypocrisy if he at the same time told Sentech that they intend to 
reduce their bookings, prompting the decision to close down the 
station (here I'm quoting a statement of facts by Jeff White). 


I don't see much chances for returning in a new guise. For securing a 
future it would be essential to offer a continuous service to existing 
customers, instead of sending away everyone and later trying to sell 
again a service that is "on its last legs" (allegedly an original 
quotation from BBC WS). 


DRM: Old transmitters with high level plate modulation are hardly 
suitable for putting out a COFDM signal. Only possibility is to use 
the final RF stage as linear amplifier for the output from the DRM 
modulator, with low efficacy producing only a small fraction of the 
possible AM carrier power. I'm not aware of this approach still being 
in operation anywhere, after the Taldom, Bolshakovo and Junglinster 
operations ceased. So it would require major investments. For a 
service for which no market exists whatsoever. Norkring in Norway 
tried it more than a decade ago and failed completely (and still did 
clandestine transmissions in AM during this attempt). 


The report also mentions an important aspect not discussed so far: 
"Spare parts becoming difficult to obtain and expensive". It would in 
fact be interesting from where they still get tubes for the old 
Telefunken transmitters. These tubes are old Siemens designs, and I 
would be surprised if anyone still makes them. And I think no one else 
still operates such transmitters (as opposed to the PDM transmitters 
introduced around 1980), with Wertachtal and Junglinster being gone. 


What also caught my eye was the description that Radio RSA "was 
discontinued in 1992". So far I understood that the service had simply 
been renamed. Was it a different affair, a complete relaunch, maybe 
even a "let's get rid of the old Apartheid propagandists"? It was, as 
a reminder, not this caesura that brought an end to the broadcasts to 
target areas outside Africa. They had been terminated already in 1990, 
shortly after de Klerk assumed office. This is well remembered here in 
Germany, because it also meant that the broadcasts in German went 
away, at just the time when Radio RSA would have to tell its audiences 
a lot. Seems that some details still need to be added to the history 
books here (Kai Ludwig, WOR iog via WORLD OF RADIO 1971, DXLD) 


DW will probably just move the broadcasts to other sites. However I 
will be very curious to see what BBCWS does -- whether they keep the 
same number of transmitter hours from alternate sites, or if cuts are 
coming in A-19. Given the financial problems of both SENTECH and the 
SABC, this is no surprise. 


I do remember the old Radio RSA and the solid signals the Meyerton 


site put into North America. Four hours to NA each evening on three or 
four frequencies. But that was half a century ago (Stephen Luce, 
Houston, Texas, WOR iog via DXLD)

On Friday, Trans World Radio, who strives to share Godis Word through 
mixed media, marked 65 years in ministry. A 65-Year History: 


TWRis first-ever broadcast aired from Tangier in Northern Africa on 
February 22, 1954. In a press release, TWR says this first broadcast 
reached across ithe Strait of Gibraltar to Spain, where Protestants 
were a vanishingly small minorityi facing governmental bans on 
evangelism and even discrimination. 


Then, when Morocco gained its independence and Tangier was reunited 
with the country, TWR was asked to leave. The organization moved to 
Monte Carlo and shared a facility with Radio Monte Carlo. During the 
day, Radio Monte Carlo when to work, and at night TWR took over. It 


was here where TWR really began to have a global influence. 


Ten years after the first broadcast, TWR was reaching most of Europe 
and expanding further into the world. Through radio, the ministry 
slipped into areas no Christian worker could, like the Iron Curtain. 
Radio has a way of providing information regardless of governmental 
regulations. It has been key in TWR sharing Godis Word across the 
globe, expanding to the ends of the earth.

As reported, MHVU is 
protesting against the decision of the National Council on TV and 
Radio Broadcasting to put the Kiev frequencies previously owned by 
Radio Vesti to the contest. In November 2018, the National 
Broadcasting Council imposed a fine of more than 20 thousand UAH on 
Radio Vesti because of a violation of the law on language quotas. In 
March 2017, the National Council on TV broadcasting refused to renew 


the broadcasting license of TRK DIVOSVIT LLC (Kiev, broadcasts under 
the Radio Vesti logo), which expired in February of the same year.

Firstly, they are not my beacons whatsoever, and I have never visited 
the Arizona "A" beacon, ever, JIC some folks think I might have 
implanted them or am responsible for them. Because I know the fellows 
doing it I have this "insider" information, allegedly. 


However, back in March 2001, Ed Hendricks (one of the inventors of the 
early Internet - specifically the IBM and ARPA nets) and myself DFed 
the "Wind" beacon that back then was on about 4095.5 kHz and only sent 
the ident "W followed by the wind-speed "pips" (that were one pip per 
revolution of its home-made anemometer) . 


I am acquainted with one of its constructors and installers (more than 
one person is involved) and I was aware of the general (but not 
specific) location of Wind(y). And so on one fine Spring 2001 morning 


after a night camping at Joshua Tree National Park, Ed and I decided 
to see if we could find it. I had along with me a small Magnavox 
portable receiver that employed a loop-stick (strictly) for the 
tropical bands, as well as mediumwave of course. 


It took about five hours and a few bearing checks to eliminate the 
loopstick's ambiguity and ascertain its general location, and we 
eventually found it after some walking and driving, and by monitoring 
its considerably weaker harmonics as we drew near. I took a few photos 
and wiggled the hilarious "three cantaloupe spoon" anemometer to have 
it send CW saying "we found it" several times, JIC the owner or anyone 
else was tuned-in! 


It is NOT in Inyo County where I reside. 


Regarding the 2097.3 kHz "A" beacon, most assuredly, it is NOT 
anywhere near Quartzsite, Arizona. There, one will only hear its 
skywave. I'm not sure how that town became associated with its 
location. I've not ever seen it save for photos taken by friends who 
have. 


I needed to make some subtle "corrections" in all of this but without 
giving away its location in-consideration of their ops.

Note: VOA journalist who wrote this commentary wants to remain 
anonymous because of fear of reprisals from the management. The 
reporter attempted to get a response from Voice of America (VOA) 
Director Amanda Bennett and the U.S. Agency for Global Media (USAGM) 
management, including USAGM CEO John Lansing, but the request 
submitted on behalf of the journalist was ignored. 


VOA Director Amanda Bennett is featured in a VOA China Branch Lunar 
New Year greeting that was placed on the Branch's Twitter account on 
Feb.3, 2019. 


By Feb. 7, 60,000 people have viewed the one-minute video clip, and 
hundreds have left comments. 


China Branch Chief Ernest Torriero sent a congratulatory e-mail to a 
bunch of people, Amanda Bennett included, on Feb. 4. 


To that, Ms. Bennett replied: "That's cute." 


What Torriero and Bennett apparently did not know is that most of the 
viewers' comments were highly critical of the VOA Director for cutting 
short the live Guo Wengui interview on April 19, 2017, and of her 
decision to place five VOA Mandarin Service journalists on forced 
leave with pay, as well as the decision to fire Sasha Gong from her 


job and her position as Service Chief for alleged "insubordination." 
Ms. Gong claims that she was only questioning Ms. Bennett's and senior 
management's decision to shorten the live interview convinced that 
they were responding to pressure from the Chinese government. 


One viewer wrote in English: "VOA shame on what you did to Miles Guo 
in 2017. You are not a friend of our Chinese any more! You are a CCP's 
good helper and Amanda is demobilized! VOA, evil! Amanda, evil!!!" 


Another viewer uploaded a red certificate that is normally issued by 
the CCP Central Committee to exemplary Communist Party members, and 
placed Ms. Bennett's photo right in the middle of the certificate. 


Many more demanded that Ms. Bennett resign. 


One viewer's comment reads: "If you truly wish the Chinese people 
well, you should fulfil your duty of promoting democracy and rule of 
law and telling the truth....That will be ten thousand times better 
than this insincere New Year's greeting!" 


VOA China Branch Chief Ernest Torriero also appears in the short 
video. He was promoted to his current post in April 2018 although he 
doesn't speak or understand Chinese. This fact didn't escape some of 
the viewers’ attention. 


One viewer's comment says: "China Branch chief does not speak Chinese. 
Such a joke! How ironic!" 


That may also explains why Mr. Torriero sent his congratulatory email 
to his superiors apparently without knowing what the viewers' comments 
said. Someone who speaks and reads Chinese should have told him, but 
at VOA employees no longer feel safe to tell the truth to the powers 
that be. 


When appointing Torriero as the China Branch director, Amanda Bennett 
told the branch staff that the management turned down all 
Chinese-speaking applicants in favor of Torriero because he is a 
"leader." 


VOA DIRECTOR AMANDA BENNETT: "You know, if you're weighing something, 
you know, we've got a lot of candidates that came in who are super 
fluent in Mandarin, you know. But that was it. What good is that gonna 
do? You guys all speak Mandarin, you know, and Cantonese, you know. 
Why would I hire someone to do what all of you guys are able to do? 
What we need is a leader. Right?" 


What good can speaking Chinese do? 


After all, this incident proves that speaking Chinese may still have a 
little use for the boss of the Voice of America China Branch (via Mike 
Cooper, DXLD)

Long ago, I discovered at age 13 or 14 years old (in the mid-70s) the 
really neat-sounding effects of SW diversity-reception ("stereo') 
using two SW radios - my friend and I were walking around our 
neighborhood in San Rafael, California with our portable SW radios 
tuned to a pop-music show via the BBC - maybe the Antigua site - the 
radios were two Realistic DX-66s, and when we separated by the length 
of a typical house driveway, I noticed that the fading was very 
different between the two receivers, just like in "The Host's" 
recording! Reception shifts back and forth between the two receivers. 
I do this frequently even now - in my radio room here, I'll tune my 
Drake SSR-1 and my Kenwood R-1000 to the same station - both employing 
different antennas of curse, and can enjoy this very same effect! 


A few days ago, I made an audio patch-box that has two mono- 3.5mm 
jacks and one stereo 3.5 mm jacks on it, wired so the two mono jacks 
are combined stereo in the stereo jack (that connects to my Zoom H2 
recorder). 


With three patch cords and two nearly identical radios (a Sangean 
ATS-818C and a RadioShack DX-390), I've been orienting them 
orthogonally apart (i.e. 90 degrees apart in their loopstick 
orientation), and two nights ago I made a long recording of the 1230 
graveyarder mixture as heard here in Keeler (Mojave Desert). 


If I listen via my Zoom H2's headphones, it is AMAZING how easily I 
can "“aurally separate" some individual stations. Thanks for this tip 
and recording!

soon (Paul Walker, Laramie, Feb 21, nrc-am gg via DXLD) 


xx US A. 620, Feb 23 at 0506 UT, unusually something in Spanish: 
certainly not kaput XEBU Chihuahua2, so XENK in EdoMex or something 


more exotic? Not a single US or Canadian 620 is listed in the NRC AM 
Log as SS, altho a few are ETHnic. Immediately hear an ID as ‘Radio 
Oasis**, repeating phone number 469-397-0620, and plugging some event 
domingo a las 11 de la maQana, ‘‘vEngase’* to an address on Harry 
Hines Blvd. (!) That means this is Dallas, where HH is a major artery 
I have traversed, and ergo this is KEXB, until now known only as 
““Experts in Business** in English (ex-KWFT, 620 hijacked from Wichita 
Falls). Also has a het from 621, no doubt CANARY ISLANDS. KEXB websked 
confirms the program 7 days a week at 11 pm-5 am CT is indeed Radio 
Oasis, but no further info about it; unsure if it’s religious. = 05-11 
UT now, 04-10 UT once DST be imposed. That means KEXB is now exactly 
25% Spanish (unless there be even more I haven't noticed), so worthy 
of an SS designation among its formats; U4 5/4.5 kw. 


Re 620, my log of KEXB, The Metroplex now in Spanish 05-11 UT, Wayne 
Heinen, Editor of NRC AM Radio Log replies Feb 24 on the nrc-am gg: 


*““Checking my overnight recording about one session a week, I find the 
first instance of Radio Oasis the morning of January 23 with solid 
KEXB ID's at TOH. Still finishing up the morning of December 29 and 
KEXB was still running programs from BizTalk.com overnight** (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 660, Feb 19 at 1428 UT, plugs for ‘Adventures in Odyssey’ 
program, access 660-KCRO via Alexa, ~‘Omaha’s Christian Talk’*, temp 
minus 2. 1 kW on E-W longwire from the north, but dominant instead of 
KSKY 20 kW from the south. At this break anyway, did not hear any 
reference to FM translator or the slogan tied to that, as in NRC AM 
Log, **660-AM 106.5 The Word’*. Must still be arriving by skywave, as 
on full daytime groundwave, KCRO is barely audible under KSKY. 


660, KCRO Omaha: Paul Walker explains why I did not hear them 
mentioning 106.5 translator: *‘They are moving the fm translator on 
106.5 for KCRO to 106.7 in Lincoln as K294DJ where itill still 
rebroadcast KCRO’* (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. Re KCRN 1120 Limon CO: The Catholic Radio Network staff has 
told me KCRN is currently running 12,500 watts and hope to go to full 
power of 50 kW on Monday (Paul Walker, WY, Sat Feb 16, HCDX via DXLD) 


KCRN is coming in even louder today in Castle Rock, CO, they may have 
hit the 50 kW level that Paul mentioned (Steve Hinman, 2309? UT Feb 
18, ibid.) 


1120, Feb 20 at 0027 UT, I'm seeking the new 50 kW daytimer in Limon 
CO, KCRN, ex-KLIM, which Paul Walker in Laramie reported finally 

activating CP a few days ago at quarter-power for starters. Official 
FCC sunset for Feb is 0030 UT, so this should be my best chance for 


it, after the 10 kW Okie KETU is off; and it’s close to a right angle 
from KMOX for easy nulling. However, KCRN pattern is broad to the 
west, null to the east; and there is another 1120 normally audible 
here around SR/SS, KTXW Manor TX (Austin). 


In fact that’s what I mainly hear with KMOX nulled, **Austin’s 
Christian talk, The Bridge’* --- alluding to the one that’s batty?? By 
0029 underneath I hear a song, maybe hymn, so quickly compare on same 
DX-398 to 1060 where there is KRCN Longmont (Denver), 50 kW daytimer, 
another Catholic station, but will they really be simulcasting? Could 
be // in brief bit. And nothing more from it after 0030. 


KCRN is also designed to reach Denver past sparsely-populated eastern 
CO plains. I will have an even worse chance at KCRN sunrise *1345 vs 
KETU, KMOX et al. In March, KRCN span will be 1315-0100 UT (which of 
course must stay the same UT after DST start already March 10). KRCN & 
KCRN are in fact sibling stations, as the related calls imply, both 
licensed to Catholic Radio Network --- so why do they need two 50 kW 
Denver-market stations?? 


1120, Feb 21 at 0008 UT, I'm trying again for definite reception of 
KCRN, Limon CO now with 50 kW day power. On the DX-398, KMOX is nulled 
and hearing English religious talk, but that could be Austin. 
Simulmonitoring on R-75 with E-W longwire on 1060, I get // audio just 
a reverb apart, i.e. KRCN Longmont CO, the sibling Catholic Radio 
Network station. KRCN is also 50 kW day power but unlike KCRN may 
continue at night with 111 or 105 watts, but none of that matters 
since it also has a puny 92.1 FM translator. Paul Walker says 1120 
also has a new 102.3 translator in Black Forest, which is near 
Colorado Springs. 1120 should be putting equally bigsig into Denver 
and CS, less so Pueblo further south. 


Not enough 11520 signal to // WEWN. At 0013, 1120 fades in better when 
I can tell it’s a Catholic Radio fundraiser, phone 888-447-2425 --- so 
KCRN for sure, way out of their broad major lobe westward, here to the 
SE. 


Re 1120, my log of KCRN, Wayne Heinen, Editor, NRC AM Radio Log 
replies Feb 24 on the nrc-am gg: 


*“*As to Limon on 1120, only calls heard so far are old canned KLIM 
even though the CDBS lists them as KCRN now0 73°° 


Paul Walker, Laramie, WY also replies, as I had found 1120 // 1060: 
*“*Just an FYI guys, Catholic Radio Network has been told 1120 is IDing 
improperly. It became KCRN in 12/2018 and still IDs as KLIM. 


They had some kind of failure Saturday [Feb 23], leaving them with a 


dead carrier, then completely off for awhile. When they came back, 
they had a network-wide conga-line-style ID. Normally, KLIM/KCRN IDs 
by itself and its programming is usually separate from 1060 KRCN. 

That 1060 usually runs the same feed as KEXS 1090 Kansas City and 1120 
runs something else, but when 1120 came back on, it was running the 
same feed at KRCN 1060, at least temporarily’* (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 1130, Feb 25 at 1926 UT, rock music means KLEY Wellington 
KS, 250 watts at daytime, is back on the air after missing for weeks 
if not months. Yes, 1932 local weather, and *‘From the Wheat Capital 
of the World, The Wave 100.3 and 1130°°. OK signal, no breaking up. 
Didn’t get it checked whether still on air next day. 


As for slogan, Enid might dispute that, but how do you rate a Wheat 
Capital? Total grain elevator storage capacity, and whether full every 
harvest season? It seems that Enid has the third-largest capacity in 
the world; I bet Wellington can’t beat that, but it has made the most 
of the WC designation. Its county, Sumner, previously got official 
Kansas state designation as W.C., and it was just another step up for 
Wellington to the World? (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. This from Greg Buchwald via FB: Traveling to WION, Ionia, MI 
tomorrow to do a bunch of PM [preventive maintenance??]. After 
midnight EST (early Sunday morning [0500 UT]), we will be doing 
testing at full power [4.7 kW], omni. Work includes IPM*x reduction and 
sweeping each tower so that I can complete the design and construction 
of a non-resonant power divider. The current resonant tank circuit 
divider exhibits 4dB of sideband tilt that I currently correct using 
the cquam exciter. That is, of course, not ideal and we'll be 
broadbanding that array. WION 1430 kHz. We will complete the work with 
a few highly separated musical selections. DX reports appreciated! 
(via Todd Skaine, MN, Feb 22, IRCA at HCDX via DXLD) 


*Top hit on the meaning of IPM leads to Integrated Pest Management; 
somehow, I doubt that’s it. More likely: Intelligent Power Monitoring 
(gh, DXLD) 


1430, Feb 24 at 0500 UT, short-notice but widely-publicized DX test 
prompted by engineering work at WION, Ionia MI is supposed to start 
now but nothing noted in first biminute, just huge pileup of roughly 
equal signals, nothing readable; length of test unknown, but I decide 
to recheck later: 


At 0558 UT now I hear a 1 kHz tone; or could it be a JBA TA carrier? 
Rather too late for Djibouti, Ukraine is inactive; leaving only some 
very/low powers in UK, Greece and Italy. I don’t have a chance to 
detect whether it’s on 1431 only as in DX, or 1431 & 1429 as in 


modulation from a domestic. I keep listening intently for almost the 
next hour on the DX-398 aimed NE/SW, whence the tone peaks as if from 
WION. At 0600 there is a pause and then a lower-pitched tone, one half 
kHz, or 440? 0605 another tone audible, and 0608 peak stronger, stops 
about 0613. If there had been a Morse code ID during this span, 
probably could have copied it. Todd Skaine says WION runs a Morse code 
ID at hourtop even during normal programming. Otherwise: occasionally 
rising slightly above the din is TexMexmx, or maybe a real Mexican 
like at 0627. At 0634, ad for Schlotzky’s (?) restaurant in 
Belleville, i.e. KZQZ St Louis as in following jingle --- that’s the 
station I mainly expected to hear in the way of WION, altho KZQZ night 
pattern is unfavorable thisaway. No more tones heard until 0650. But 
what I heard earlier correlates with other DX monitors (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Ken Zichi, Williamston MI, replies on the WOR iog to my report: 


WION modulation adjustment / test --- It sounds to me like you got it, 
Glenn. Your description matches what I heard, and what was verified by 
Jim Carlisle (The owner / GM / head honcho at WION) in some private 
text messages between us during the test. 


The audio tones didn't start until almost 0550 UT, and even here in MI 
the channel was a huge jumblemush of signals. During the test there 
was no ‘regular programming' or code ID, and the 'normal' code ID is 
for the FM translator not WION itself (They should be amending that 
soon as they are about to add a second FM translator shortly). They 
ALSO ran some tones in LSB and then USB (with a carrier and the stereo 
pilot on, and off) so you might have gotten 'fooled' into thinking it 
was a DX carrier since it would have only appeared on one side of 

the carrier if you were looking! 


I'm working on Jim to get him to do a 'real' DX test one of these 
days, with code and actual 'sweep tones' (there weren't any during 
this despite the advance publicity implying there would be) and maybe 
some other easily identifiable 'elements'. If I'm successful, I'll try 
to give more notice to the DX community. I think he was impressed at 
the interest this generated if I read between the lines correctly. 
That might bode well! 73 //Ken’* (Glenn Hauser, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


HI GLENN - I had 1430 dialed in with a loop aimed in that direction 
and heard pretty much everything you did. I note that I did, however, 
hear a series of what sounded like modulated tones as two dots (like 
the morse letter "I") from 2258-2259 local (0558-0559 Zulu/UT). At 
this time, I have no idea if what I heard was related to the DX test 
or not. Regards from the southwest -rb (Rick Barton, ABDX yg via 
DXLD) 


1430 WION Ionia MI DX test 2-24-19 --- Several long test tones 
alternating with presumed open carrier 0035-0113 EST [0535-0613 UT], 
fair to occasionally good levels. As 0130 neared, much stronger with 
Elton John's "I'm Still Standing", then promo: "Hearing AM Stereo 1430 
at a local business today? *Thankx the business! Then let xus* know, 
so that we can thank 'em too. On almost any device, almost anywhere, 
we're WION." Into unfamiliar rocker, still strong. Been chasing this 
for 48 years (Steve Francis, Alcoa, Tennessee, Realistic TRF, 
Select-a-tenna, nrc-am gg via DXLD) 


WION test --- Was heard very well at times from 11:35 to 12:15 [CST = 
0535-0615 UT] with old style frequency check tone! Nostalgic! Bonus 
station, KLO [Utah]! First 3 letter call since hearing KQV 12/17 (Todd 
Skaine, MN, 2010 Modified, MDXC yg via DXLD) 


My apologies for the delay of this email. Very busy day. Greg said 
this email address will be best: office@1430.com (Todd Skaine, ICOM 
7300 wth a Superloop, 2 Modified 2010s barefoot, Toyota car radio, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


I Emailed the station re verification, here is the reply:

"TEST OF SIGNAL" in the subject line, and allow a little time for us 
to personally write back. We're a small staff, but have a big sound 
and what we believe is great programming.

Recorded 1430 kHz from 2345 EST Saturday until 0115 EST Sunday. 
Dominant station before 0000 [0500 UT Sunday Feb 24] was CHKT Toronto 
with Asian programming. After midnight WENE Endicott, NY dominant with 
Fox Sports Radio and slogan, "Fox Sports Radio 1430, Binghamton." 
Someone with light instrumental music also noted - either CHKT or 
WNSW-NJ. WION heard with 1 kHz test tones off and on 0035 - 0052 EST 
occasionally topping WENE. Thanks to Todd Skaine for this last minute 
surprise (Marc DeLorenzo, South Dennis, Cape Cod, MA. JRC NRD-525 & 
Delta in the trees, nrc-am gg via DXLD) 


[WION 1430 test:] Starting 0034 [EST Feb 24 = 0534 UT] heard various 
test tones through about 0112 then mostly indistinguishable from the 
QRM (CHKT, WENE, WKOX) until 0127 when bits and pieces of Elton John's 
"T'm Still Standing" and part of the canned promo/ID, happily, 
including the calls. Received using SDRPlay RSP1a SDR and untuned 2' 
air core loop. This is the first new logging this season and the first 
new AM log here with the SDR, with which it was easy to see as the 
test tones were changed (Russ Edmunds WB2BJH, Blue Bell, PA, Grid 
FN20id, nxrc-am gg via DXLD) 


xx US A. 1480, Feb 20 at 2218 UT on caradio, already hearing 
Vietnamese from presumed KBXD Dallas QRMing closer KQAM Wichita 
English talker. At 2229-2230+ Vietnamese talk now on DX-398, same slow 
SAH between them as before; 2255 during Viet mentions **C-mara de 
Diputados’*, i.e. Spanish name about the Mexican House of Reps!; 2257 
break for legal English ID as **KBXD, 1480-AM, Dallas** and back to 
VV. 


Tim Hendel in AL had been trying to confirm via webcast, KBXD in 
Vietnamese instead of ngu?i T,y Ban Nha (espaQol), but was hearing 
Banda Trece programming. I too found a webcast attributed to KBXD but 
with Banda Trece, so not really what was on the 1480 air! Tim agrees 
this was probably the case. Meanwhile, I was wondering if the Viet I 
had been hearing could have been from KLVL Houston market, which has 
had Vietnamese in past, mainly Spanish now? But the bigsig vs KQAM has 
been typical of KBXD, whatever the programming language. 


2359 recheck, Vietnamese still audible in mix on 1480. Feb official 
SR/SS times are 1315/0015 UT; March: 1245/0030. At night KBXD must cut 
from 50 to 1.9 kW on a similar pattern with major lobe to NW, but a 
notch NNW toward us. We are still wondering if KBXD now be 100% 
Vietnamese, or what? Someones in The Metroplex could easily check this 
out. 


1460, 1480, 1600, Feb 23 at 1330 UT, confirming these three Metroplex 
stations are all in different Vietnamese, i.e. KCLE (weakest), KBXD, 
KRVA. How big an audience is there there? Google search turns up 
85,000 in Dallas-Fort Worth, fourth place metro after LA, San JosE and 
Houston. Not clear how many be first-generation with primary language 
Vietnamese. At 1332, 1600 is playing a choral anthem: I bet it’s RVN, 
defunct. 


Re my previous reports of Vietnamese from KBXD, Stephen Luce, Houston 
replied Feb 22: ‘‘Glenn, regarding Vietnamese on 1480: KLVL in the 
Houston market is currently running a Spanish language religious 
format, mostly music, so not them. This "brokered time" station has 
had several different programmers with short-lived formats recently. 


KBXD in DFW can really get out during critical hours; it often 
severely bothers KLVL at my NW Harris County QTH. °° 


1480, Feb 25 at 1348 UT, I'm rechecking for Vietnamese from KBXD, but 
never hear any; in fact, suspect KBXD Dallas is off. KQAM The Big 
Talker, Wichita is dominant so anything else is fighting it when 
nulled as much as possible. First I'm getting a gospel huxter in 
English (San Antonio or Memphis?); at 1400 while KQAM is in local 
news, something else in Spanish, same station switched or different? 
Mention AC 713, so that’s Houston, and 1402 Radio Vida slogan, which 
is not listed for KLVL Pasadena. Now there is a SAH of 2 Hz, rather 
than 0.75 Hz I measured Feb 15 between KQAM and KBXD. But this could 
still be KBXD varying slightly in frequency and varying greatly in 
programmation. 


There is a Radio Vida in Dallas, but website has no info ona 
frequency or callsign! http://radiovidadallas.com/ altho stereo praise 
music in Spanish autolaunches. And it seems the Radio Vida in Houston 
is on 1380. This is all very confusing. There are other 1480s in TN, 
KS, CO and TX which could be involved in this mixture; but at least 
the NM one is gone, whew. 


At 1407, KQAM starts “‘hour 3 of Voice of Reason’* [sic] on this 
*“*conservative talk’* station, which is also on FM, and live on KCTT- 
TV, I thought he said, but the closest call to that of a real TV 
station in Wichita is low-power KCTU. 


1480, Feb 25 at 2322 UT, another check for Vietnamese on KBXD Dallas. 
Today it’s making a SAH of 96/minute or 1.6 Hz vs KQAM Wichita. YL is 
speaking, but the more I hear, the less certain am I that it be 
Vietnamese at this time; certainly a tonal SE Asian language, perhaps 
Khmer, which is sort of a mix between Viet and Thai/Lao as the 
geography would imply. Or maybe Viet with a peculiar accent; ora 
tribal dialect? (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. WZUM Pittsburgh --- Hi Glen[n], I see that the group does, 
at times, show entries on the MW and FM band. Here is a listing for a 
grreat public supported Jazz format station located in the Pittsburgh 
PA area.

Broadcasting System television station. 


In a statement, WMNF general manager Craig Kopp said the station ihas 
ended its long-running relationshipi with Lorei. 


iWe are deeply grateful to Rob for all he has done for WMNF. O We wish 
Rob well in all his future endeavors.i 


The statement said the station will continue its focus on ilocal 
issues and how national and international issues affect the Tampa Bay 
area,i and would undertake a national search for a news director. 


In an interview, Kopp said the firing was an attempt to help move WMNF 
into ia new worldi in news media beyond just radio broadcasting. 


Lorei said in an interview he hopes to remain in Tampa. He said he 


doesnit want to leave ithe station I love,i and that the reasons Kopp 
gave for firing him were inot factual.i 


iI donit contemplate any legal action,ii he said. iWhat I hope is that 
the board and the listeners will recognize how much I put my heart and 
soul into making WMNF a success and I hope they donit take this 
lightly.i 


Lorei said Kopp told him the stationis listening audience was low 
between 10 a.m. and 3 p.m., when many public affairs shows air, that 
iI hadnit been supervising the news and public affairs volunteers as 
he wanted, and that I didnit post enough on Facebook.i 


Lorei is known for hosting interview and call-in shows on WMNF as well 
as interviews and panel discussions on Florida This Week, and for 
moderating political forums and debates. 


His political views are liberal, but heis generally thought to provide 
platforms and serious consideration of views across the political 
spectrum. 


Kopp, formerly an anchor and reporter for WUSF radio station, said 
Monday was iabsolutely the worst day Iive hadi in a 44-year career in 
news, mostly radio. 


iI would have preferred it not work out this way, and went to great 
lengths to have that happen,i he said. 


iBut itis a new world in media 0 Weire heading into an era where the 
radio station can become a multi-platform source of news O even if 
radio signals go away. We need to begin positioning ourselves for 
that.i 


Firing Lorei, he said, was ipartly because of that and differences on 
how to achieve that.i 


Kopp said the board of the Nathan B. Stubblefield Foundation, 
established to own and operate WMNF, had been informed of the move, 
and heis had no reaction from board members. Board Chairman David 
Harbeitner couldnit immediately be reached for comment Monday. 


Lorei moved to Tampa in June 1978 and joined a group of people seeking 
to start WMNF. He and others raised money for a year, including going 
door to door for contributions, before getting the station on the air 
in 1979. 


The station gets about 70 percent of its budget from community 

contributions, plus some money from the Corporation for Public 

Broadcasting and state grants, Kopp said.

The revived PIRATE Act -- the Preventing Illegal Radio Abuse Through 
Enforcement (PIRATE) Act (H.R. 583), amping up enforcement of 
anti-unlicensed operator laws and increasing fines to up to $100,000 
per violation and $2 million maximum, passed Congress today by 
unanimous vote. The bill now awaits passage by the Senate. 


NAB Pres./CEO GORDON SMITH said, iNAB applauds the House of 


Representatives for unanimous passage of the PIRATE Act, which 
strengthens the FCCis ability to combat illegal pirate radio 
operations. Unlawful pirate radio stations not only interfere with 
licensed radio broadcasts, but also jeopardize air traffic control 
communications and threaten public safety. We commend Reps. (PAUL) 
TONKO (D-NY) and (GUS) BILIRAKIS (R-FL) for their leadership on this 
issue and urge swift passage of the PIRATE Act by the Senate.i

REC Statement on PIRATE Act: HR-583 
Submitted by admin on Mon, 02/25/2019 - 13:52 


Overall, REC does support most of the text contained within the PIRATE 
Act. Improperly operated broadcast transmitters can cause interference 
to public safety and safety of life communications especially in the 
aeronautical mobile and aeronautical radionavigation services and 
higher powered transmitters can pose a public health hazard. 


REC does not support the language prohibiting preemption of state or 
local laws in regards to pirate broadcasting as proposed in pagragraph 
(e). We feel that regulations regarding the use of radio spectrum 
apparatus within the jurisdictional limits of the United States is 
considered interstate commerce and within the domain of the Federal 
Communications Commission. As state and local agencies do not issue 
broadcasting licenses and may have different standards as to what 
constitutes "pirate broadcasting", it does create a conflict between 
state's rights and what is in the federal domain. 


In paragraph (h), REC had previously called notice to the frequency 
band used to define FM as 88~108 MHz. This has been updated to 87.7 to 
108 MHz. REC does call attention to the AM spectrum that has been 
codified. REC recommends that this band be amended to encompass 
525~1715 kHz, especially in light of increased higher-powered pirate 
radio activity recently observed on 1710 kHz in the eastern United 
States. 


Where this legislation falls short is that it does not address the 
bigger problem, the flow of uncertified transmitting devices that, 
without modification can exceed the tolerances allowed for short range 


devices in accordance with 47 CFR &15 of the Commission's Rules. 


Sales of illegal equipment are currently being facilitated through the 
"marketplaces" of major aggregators such as Amazon.com, Ebay and 
Walmart directly from the companies in China and other places where 
these transmitters are manufactured. The FCC needs to be more 
empowered to stand up to Amazon, Ebay, Walmart and others to address 
the sales of this illegal equipment. 


Also, Congress and the Commission need to look at other opportunities 
that can be achieved to make more spectrum available for small 
organizations and rural communities, especially towards community of 
color, religious and sexual minorities. This can be achieved through 
several methods including: 


redefining second and third adjacent channel NCE protections in cases 
where rural communities are being denied new localized opportunities 
as a result of domination of the reserved band spectrum by 
full-service stations that serve at least 50% of an urbanized area. 


the reallocation of the spectrum between 76~88 MHz from television 
(Channels 5 and 6) to low and medium-powered broadcasting through the 
immediate occupation of spectrum where it is not used by a television 
user and the eventual refarming of remaining Channel 5 and 6 stations 
through the encouragement of channel sharing and the discouragement of 
additional spectrum for ATSC3 to clear this spectrum to make 60 
additional channels for FM radio. 


In the expanded spectrum, create a small New Zealand-like license free 
subband to allow micro-powered license free certified FM transmitters 
with specific operating rules. 


To embrace Digital Radio Mondiale (DRM) and consider the domestic use 
of the 11 meter shortwave broadcast band (25.6~26.1 MHz) for the use 
of lower powered DRM transmitters that can be implemented in all urban 
areas across the country with minimal interference to incumbents. This 
band has potential, especially to reach ethnic minority groups ina 
manner similar to the "narrowcasting" service in Australia. 


In short, the PIRATE Act penalizes the small "users", does nothing to 
address the big "dealers" and does not address the overall issue, the 
lack of localism in radio and the lack of remaining spectrum for those 
who wish to bring localism back to the dial.

Vietnam is tightening controls on dissent and targeting journalists. 
When President Trump goes to Hanoi next week for a summit with his 
North Korean counterpart, he should raise with the host nation the 
fate of two Vietnamese journalists working for Radio Free Asia, the 
U.S. government-funded broadcaster I lead. 


Popular blogger Truong Duy Nhat has been missing for more than three 
weeks since he fled his home in Da Nang, Vietnam, for neighboring 
Thailand to seek asylum. We fear Mr. Nhat was abducted and taken back 
to Vietnam for imprisonment and interrogation. 


Mr. Nhat, 55, has been in the governmentis crosshairs before. He was 
arrested in 2013 and served two years in prison for writings critical 
of ruling Communist Party leaders. After his release in 2015 he began 
contributing to Radio Free Asia, which broadcasts and publishes in 
nine languages to six Asian countries lacking press freedom. 


According to Vietnamese human-rights activists, Mr. Nhat became 
concerned last month that Vietnamese security agents were pursuing 
him, suspecting that he had information detrimental to Prime Minister 
Nguyen Xuan Phuc. The sources claim Mr. Nhat sought asylum on Jan. 25 
at the United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees office in 
Bangkok. Yet the Thai government says it has no record of Mr. Nhat 
entering the country, and he hasnit been heard from since Jan. 26. 


Not surprisingly, Vietnam has been silent about the case. Vietnam 
holds many political prisoners6200, says Nguyen Kim Binh of the 
California-based Vietnam Human Rights Network. One of those prisoners 
is Radio Free Asiais Nguyen Van Hoa. 


Now 23, Mr. Hoa breached a state media blackout in 2016 to report on 
protests that followed a toxic-waste spill. He was arrested in January 
2017 on the supposed crime of iconducting propaganda against the 
statei and received a seven-year sentence, which he is now serving. 
Mr. Hoa revealed in a letter to his family that he was repeatedly 
beaten in detention and forced to make a false confession, which 
Vietnamese authorities used to convict an environmental activist. Mr. 
Hoa recanted that confession at a court hearing last August, possibly 


subjecting himself to renewed torture. 


A strong message in Hanoi from Mr. Trump about the plight of these 
Radio Free Asia journalists would resonate in Vietnam and beyond. Itis 
a message that needs to be heard; governments across the region use 
repressive tactics to try to intimidate our network. 


Radio Free Asia was forced to close its Cambodian bureau in 2017 amid 
a crackdown on independent media. Two of our reporters were falsely 
accused of espionage and spent nine months in prison under charges 
that still hang over them. 


In China, dozens of close relatives of reporters of Radio Free Asiais 
Uyghur Service are in internment camps in Xinjiang, where we have 
covered the persecution of the Muslim minority. 


Itis against this grim backdrop that Mr. Trump has a chance to let 
authoritarian nations in Asia know that America will defend press 
freedom and stand up for the right to free expression.

UNDERSTANDING SINPO CODES [and SIO, SINPFEMO] 
In fact in various lists I see the following signal 


Barely Audible 
Very poor 


Poor 

Almost fair 
Fair 

Almost good 
Good 

Very good 
Excellent 


(But I don't know like I can change with SINPO code (Dario Gabrielli, 
Feb 17, WOR iog via DXLD) 


I don't see an answer, but I DO see a lot of people who 
misunderstand/misuse SINPO/SINFO/SIO codes so I thought a 'public' 
answer would be appropriate -- the ‘reception rating codes' 
(RST/SINPO/SINFO/SIO) have been a recurring question I've dealt with 
in my Michigan Area Radio Enthusiasts "Q and A" column. Dario, your 
confusion is not unusual! 


The "O" portion of the rating (in whatever scale) translates to: 


1 = Unusable 

2 = Poor 

3 = Fair 

4 = Good 

5 = Perfect/local quality/Excellent 


Some people (me included) advocate something that is not ‘officially' 
part of the code, the use of #+ ratings. 
I find that very helpful for my use: 


1+ Almost unusable 
2+ = Almost fair 

3+ = Almost good 

4+ = Very good 


And I think that addresses your DIRECT question, but if you really 
want to understand this, there is more! We should start with the 
‘official’ ITU code chart description: [visible in the WOR iog] 


That is a lot of information in a small amount of space, but a couple 
of things deserve further explanation: 


Note that ‘logically' the "O" rating can never be larger than the I, 
N, P, or E ratings, and the M can never be lower than the O either. 
Thus while an SIO rating of 354+ is certainly possible, as would be a 
25554 SINPO, etc, an SIO rating of 115 or 114, is just logically 
inconsistent. You cannot have good or excellent overall reception if 
there is extreme QRM and the signal is barely audible. Also, if the 


'O' is '1' it is impossible to provide any programme details. So you 
couldn't give detailed programming information ("English news with 
items about President Trump's latest declaration") and then rate the 
Signal '111'. If it is truly '111' you can't understand anything and 
really, the only way to get a definite ID for that station would be if 
the signal faded, and/or interference started as you listened. And you 
CANNOT have an overall excellent rating unless all the other columns 
are also '5' 55555 is possible (although rare on SW) 11115 is not. 
55551 is possible, but it requires some additional information. 


For example, just because the signal is S9+50 dB it does NOT imply the 
‘overall’ rating is ‘excellent’. Egypt and Cuba, for example, with 
lousy modulation are both classic examples of a really strong signals 
that are poor or fair at best, and often unusable and at times might 
even rate a '55551'. I hope this helps. 73 (//Ken Zichi, WOR iog via
